The acacia is a tree that will grow out of its native place, and its 
showers of yellow flowers brighten many flower shows. But the Monterey 
pine grows only in about eight miles of dry hills overlooking the Pacific 
in Monterey, California.

Here are some of the uses of wood that are not as obvious as the list 
above: Tannin is an acid especially abundant in the bark of the oak, chest- 
nut, willow, hemlock, and spruce. Tannin changes rawhide into leather, 
makes ink, a few medicines, and sets the color in dyes. 
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Paper is one of the most important of all tree products. It can be 
made from weeds, cornstalks and other things, but the best paper is made 
from fir, spruce and hemlock ~- wood pulp, it is called. 


The cellulose in trees is especially important. Plastics are made of 
cellulose and lignin, Motion-picture films are made of cellulose jelly, 
one form of plastic. Rayon is another product of cellulose jelly.

TEACHER'S NOTE 


Research is the most difficult task facing our high school stu- 
dents, Although our reference material has been increased, still 
it is, and must always be, limited in comparison with other high 
schools. Because of the many volumes in the encyclopedia alone, 
it is a tiring and time-consuming processe However, with our ex- 
cellent new library, comfortable reading room, helpful and under- 
standing librarian, we are putting forth an earnest effort to 
overcome this, heretofore, shortcoming in our English department, 
Following is an example of our work in this field, chosen because 
its subject matter will be of interest to all our readers; 
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WeEsS TeDING THAOUGH THE AGES 
(Adam Ruschival ~- llth Grade) 


Wrestling is the sport of sports, Over a period of seven thousand years 
it has entertained classes of people from the cave dweller to kings. It is 
an activity which requires skill and it is a wonderful muscle builder, 


The beginning of wrestling probably started with the cave man as a de- 
fense against wild beasts as well as his neighbors. Two slabs, dating back 
to 5000 B, C., were found in the ruins of a temple near Bagdad, One was a 
cast bronze image of two wrestlers with holds on each other, and the other 
was a stone with two figures squaring off as if to begin a bout. Drawings 
of wrestlers were found on the Beni Hasan temple tombs which date back to 
3000 B. C. 


The Greeks took special pride in perfecting physical fitness. In order 
to do this, wrestling was used as a body builder. They took great pride in 
the art of wrestling rather than determining which wrestler was the better of 
the two. If an athlete expected to receive acclaim, he had to win with grace 
and skill. Pindar, a historian, called Theseus "the Father of scientific 
wrestling," 


In 776 B. C., a match between Zeus and Kronos was supposed to have start- 
ed the Olympic Games, In 70) B. C., wrestling was introduced as a main sport 
in the eighteenth Olympiad, Still later, in 520 B. C., Milo of Croton had 
won thirty-two national victories and six titles in the Olympiads. 


The Greeks practiced two styles of wrestling: The first was an upright 
type which was similar to our present-day style. The other was a ground 
method which took place in a pit filled with mud. The contestants usually 
rubbed themselves with olive oil or sand for better grips. This sand or oil 
rub was done mostly for the upright style. Wrestling was the final test for 
an athlete in the Pentathlon games. There are many references to the popu- 
larity of wrestling in Greece. Homer, in the XXIII book of the Iliad, refers 
to a match between Odysseus and Aias, Other Greek heroes are famous for 
wrestling also. Many of the coins used then had pictures of wrestlers on then. 


When the Romans conquered Greece, they altered the sport and turned it 
into a vicious and deadly activity, These encounters were held in the Roman 
coliseums, The Romans never understood the feelings of the Greeks that 
wrestling was an artful sport and not a slaughtering game. 


During the Middle Ages there was much literature written about wrestling. 
Kings prided themselves on having a champion wrestler as a subject) Wrestling 
tournaments were held between cities and even with foreign countries, 


In England wrestling became very popular. Each town had its own style 
of wrestling -- the most widely known being the Cornish, Devonshire and 
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Lancashire. The Lancashire comes closest to resembling our catch-asescatch- 
can method of today. i ee matches were scheduled on St. Bartholomew's 
Day and St. James! Day,: 


Accounts of wrestling matches are found in English literature, for 
example, Shakespeare and Chaucers 


"The eldest of the three wrestled with Charles, the Duke's wrestler; 
which Charles in a moment threw him and broke three of his ribs, that there 
is little hope of life in him: so he served the second, and so the third. 
Yonder they lie..." 


Chaucer mentioned in the Prologue to the Canterbury Tales and in The 
Tale of Sir Yopas: 


NAt Nao? Rene he wolde his awey the rams .. . Of wrastlyng was ther 
noon his peer," 


Shakespeare used the words wrestle and wrestling twenty-six times, all 
but four of which were in As You Like It. Not all the references to wrest- 
ling concerned the sport; many were figurative uses as wrestling with 
conscience or emotion. 


On the cover of The Atlantic, July, 1963, was a picture of Mare Chagall's 
stained-glass window at the Cathedral at Metz. It showed Jacob wrestling with 
the Angel, and the Angel was looking over Jacob waiting for him to give up. 


Here is a quotation that shows the importance of wrestling to kings: 


"The most famous bout of all (referring to international meets during 
the Middle Ages) was the international match between France and England, held 
at the Field of the Cloth of Gold in 1520. The English were defeating the 
French easily, to the intense pleasure of King Henry VIII of England. Finally 
the French king, Francis I, could endure Henry's gloating no longer. He 
leaped to his feet and precipitated a wrestling match with the English king. 


In the international tournaments, the country with the best wrestlers 
was considered to be in better physical condition than others; therefore, the 
kings took great interest in the sport.

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The Indians started wrestling in this country long before the white man 
came to this continent. Their style has not affected our methods, however. 
The pioneers enjoyed wrestling and participated in it with zeal. Lincoln is 
said to have beaten Jack Armstrong who was a champion of Sangamon County, 
Illinois. After the War between the States, the people demanded wrestling 
so much that professional wrestling was started. This brought forth such 
names as Farmer Burns, Strangler Lewis, and Frank Gotch. Professional 
wrestling, however, is now merely a show. 


As early as 1730, Harvard College held an intermural match. This was 
the first time colleges participated in wrestling.~ The first inter- 
collegiate match was held in 1900 between the University of Pennsylvania 
and Yale, The first match of the intercollegiate Eastern Division was held 
in 1905.° Wrestling spread fast, and in 1923 the first Intercollegiate 
National Tournament was held in Ames, Iowa, under N.C..A. rules.3 After 
World War I, high schools in all parts of the country, except the Southeast 
and Southwest, began wrestling programs. 


There are two styles of wrestling used in our country today. The catch- 
as-catch-can method is somewhat free-style, used by colleges and high schools. 
The other is the Greco-Roman style used in the Olympics, There is a dispute 
between different factions over which style should be used. Most American 
athletes like the catch-as-catch-can style because it is freer, but the 
Greco-Roman style is used tm the Olympic games, According to Joe Scalzo, 
who is the coach at the University of Toledo, and who coaches Olympic teams, 
Kentucky should use the Greco-Roman style because wrestling is starting here 
and we could have many world champions.* This is offset, however, by the 
fact that Kentucky teams would not be able to compete with other teams. 


Wrestling is steadily gaining in popularity all over the nation, The 
sport has been speeded up and that makes it more interesting. There are 
three objectivas in doing this, plus the barring of dangerous holds: 


1. To safeguard the wrestler from injury. 
2- To make it enjoyable to the wrestler. 
3e To make it entertaining to the audience »” 


Wrestling is an all-around sport and it has proved itself through its long 
life.
